The Crush for ths Offices In the Gift of the New 
House of Representatives — Ex«Governor 
Chamberlain on the Mahone Business. 

Fight Against the Loulsasza Lottery. 


WASHINGTON, September 21.—As the time 
forthe meeting of congress approaches, the 
organization of the next house becomes a sub- 
ject of increasing interest. Candidates for all 
the positions from speaker down are stirring 
around and seeking interviews with members. 
For the position of clerk there are three can- 
didates, all ex-members, General Clark, of 
Missouri: General Atkins, of Tennessee; and 
Mr. Martin, of Delaware. The race is re- 
garded as between Clark and Atkins, both of 
whom have friends to back them 
among members with whom they have served. 
For sergeant-at-arms there are also three 
candidates now in the tield—Colonel Thomp- 
son and ex-Congressman Leedom, of Ohio, 
and General Colt, of Connecticut. Messrs. 
Thompson and Leedom each claims to have 
the Ohio democratic delegation at his back. 
It is now understood they will submit their 
claims respectively to the delegation at a 
meeting to be held in Washington before the 
organization of the house is entered upon, 
and the one receiving a majority vote will be 
entered as QOhio’s candidate, the other to 
withdraw. General] Colt has the backing ot 
all the New England democrats, and of some 
from New York, New Jersey and Pennsylva- 
nia. He was a union soldier and has 
been a life-long democrat, For 
doorkeeper there are but two _ candi- 
dates—General Field, the last incumbent 
under democratic rule, and Colonei James 
Wintersmith, of Texas. The race between 
them is thought to be close. Wintersmith 
has the support of the youngerelement of the 
democracy, while General Field seems to be 
strong with the old fellows. Texas and Ken 
tucky will put Wiptersmith forward, while 
Georgia backs Field. For postmaster there 
are four candidates. The Indiana delegation 
will present Mr. L. Dalton, at present super- 
. . rr 
intendent of the senate folding room. The 
Virginia democrats will nominate Mr. Fisher, 
assistant postmaster for the. last democratic 
house. North Carolina will present Mr. Arm- 
field, ason of the ex-member of that name, 
and Mr. George Wedderburn has friends 
among the members who intend to push 


him, 
EX GOVERNOR CHAMBERLAIN ON MAHONE 

Ex-Governor D. H. Chamberlain, of South 
Carolina, has written a long letter to ex-Rep- 
resentative Dezendorf, mainly in regard to 
the political situation in Virginia, Governor 
Chamberlain writes in part as follows: ‘‘The 
present political contest in Virginia is, from 
its nature, one of great interest to the coun-

try, as well as to the state and people of Vir- | 


ginia. The party commonly called the read- 
justers or Mahone party was originally organ- 
ized, as its first name implies, to overturn a 
settlement of the public debt of Virginia 
which bad been most solemnly entered into 
by thestate with her creditors in 1871, and 
which involved a surrender on their part of 
fully one-third of their legal claim. 
It is not, therefore, the  an- 
guace of passion or exaggeration, 
but of exact description, to say that it was 
brought forth and cradled in fraud, and fraud 
alone, and if such was its origin it must be 
added that its manners and methods have 
been constant with its inborn character, * * 
There are occasions when grave differences 
may be overlooked in aid of great results and 
noble causes, but I know of no code of morals 
or honor which warrants a partnership with 
repudiation and the veriest political bossisin 
for the sole end of retaining or gaining power 
and office.

DAUPHIN’S FRAUDS. 

To supply certain omissions in the order 
recently issued by the postmaster general, 
forbidding the delivery of registered letters to 
M. A. Dauphin, it has been amended sO as to 
read as follows: In pursuance of the finding 
of Postmaster-General Key, which finding 
remains in full force, it is ordered that all 
postmasters be, and they are hereby forbidden, 
to pay money orders drawn to the order of M. 
A. Dauphin, and they are hereby directed to 
inform the remitters of said 
postal money orders that the 
payment thereof has been forbidden, and 
that the sum of such money orders will be 
returned upon the presentation of the dupli- 
cate orders, applied for and obtained under 
the regulations of the department. All post- 
masters are also forbidden to deliver register- 
ed letters arriving at their office directed to 
the said M. A Dauphen, and are instructed 
to return all such registered letters to the 
postmasters at the offices at which they were 
originally mailed,with the word ‘‘fraudulent’ 
plainly written or stamped upon the outside 
of such letters.

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ANOTHER CLAIMANT 


To the Fortune of &1 82,000,000, Which IHas Accus< 
muiated in Holland. 

CINCINNATI, September 21.—There is a lady 
residing for the time in West Sixth street of 
this city who claims to be the sole rightful 
owner of one of the most stupendous fortunes 
known to any age of the world’s history. She 
is Mrs. E. H. Wallace, only daughter of Cor 
nelius D. Thorpe, of New York, She was 
born in Butler county and educated in Cin- 
cinnati,and though absent from here for many 
years,considers this her home. She is here to 
meet her friends and her legal counsel,and will 
leave this week for Pittsburg. The immense 
fortune which she claimscomes from thesame 
source as that against whichthe Anneka Jans 
and the Wetbers’ claims were made, viz.: 
King William Webber, of Holland, who 
reigned during the sixteenth century, and the 
latter half of the seventeenth. Mrs. Wallace 
this evening informed a reporter that she 
would begin suitfor her claim in the New 
York courts some time this fall, and expects 
a termination of this cause celebre. The title 
of the suit isthe Trinity Joint Stock Com- 
pany against the Trinity Church of New York. 
The Webbers brought suit long ago, and their 
fight isa matter of record in the courts of 
New York. Mrs. Wallace claims collaterally 
with them, but maintains that she is the only 
lineal descendant of the king of Holland by 
the fourth generation. -She claims through 
Winijie Brower, who was the wife of Nicholas 
Brower, nephew to King William Webber, 
she got acopy of this king’s will in March, 
1882, which leaves a great amount of per- 
sonal property to his heirs, which in the 
course of time has increased in value and is 
now worth $182,000,000. A Mr. E. B. Hum- 
phreys, who has been in Holiand, says the 
government is willing to settle the claims for 
$66,000,000, but Humphreys says the heirs are 
not willing toacceptthatamount, Mrs. Wal- 
lace says that if that amount has been offered 
she will settle and allow all the alleged heirs 
to join her association and take pro rata one- 
third of the $66,000,000 and stop further litiga- 
tion. She expects the Trinity church con- 
gregation and other property-owners in New 
York upon whose estates she holds a fi 
mortgage, to settle the matter beiore 
rights are established by the courts.

A MUTILATED BULLETIN. 


‘Change in Chicago—A Mysterious 
Proceeding. 

CHICAGO, September 21.—On the board of 
trade to-day the secretary announced that 
some one had mutilated the signal service 
weather report. The report was so changed 
asto give it a different meaning from the 
original. Before the deception was discovered 
there was a preceptable decline of corn, a 
number of members losing thereby. 
The document stated that in- 
dications pointed to frost on 
Friday or Saturday night in all the states 
north of the Tennessee. A knot of operators 
gathered about it when it was posted on 
chang¢, and soon after it was noticed that the 
insertions had been made after it was posted 
by some unknown person, and a line insert 
ed on the lower margin tothe effect that the 
statement in the builetin had been contra- 
dicted, and not long afterwards the entire 
bulletin mysteriously disappeared. The sec- 
retary procured.a duplicate copy of the origi- 
‘nal report, and read it from the balcony. 
After which it was. posted again. It 
is known that 4 portion 
of the operators on board 
object to the posting of the signal service 
bulletins on change, and it is believed that 
the action of to-day was an expression of that 
feeling, particular resentment being expressed 
hy some operators, who seemed to think the 
chief signal officer was putting in an unnec- 
essary oar in asking that as wide publicity as 
pg para be given his predictions. It cannot 
»e learned that any steps have thus far been 
taken looking to an official investigation into 
the mutilation of the bulletin. 


A Senaation on 
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THE YELLOW FEVER, 


Ten Persons Dying Dally from the Disease in 
Guayamas. 

GUAYAMAS, Mexico, September 21.—More 
rain, fell last night. Reports are daily ar- 
riving that persons who fled from here are 
dying in the interior. Ten deaths in this 
city have been reported during the last twen- 
'ty-four hours. It is reported that six hun- 
' dred persons are down with the fever. 

IN PENSACOLA, 
WASHINGTON, September 21.—The secretary 
of the navy has received a telegram from 
Commandant Welsh, at the Pensacola navy 
| yard, gated September 20, as follows: ‘No 
new cases of yellow fever among the naval 
forces. Two new cases in Warrington with 
children. Nodeaths.’’ A telegram received 
from Commandant Welsh to-day says: ‘‘Lieu- 
tenant Humphreys, third artillery, replies 
that on the advice of the post surgeon he can 
not grant the authority asked to move the 
marines to the northwest part of the army 
reserve.”’ 

Collector Tarble, of Pensacola, had another 
interview with the secretary of the navy to. 
day relative to furnishing rations to the desti- 
tute on the nayal reservation. The result of 
the interview is that the secretary of the navy 
is disposed to take the responsibility of issu- 
_ing additional rations to thé destitute fami 
lies upon the reservation to a limited extent, 
but expects some help to be given by the in- 
habitants of the state and of thecity. Mr. 
Tarble intormed the president of the board of 
health at Pensacola of the secretary’s decision. 

DIED OF YELLOW FEVER, 

HERMOSILLA, Mexico, September 21.—Senor 
Alsur, one of the wealthiest men in Sonora, 
and owner of the famous Trinidad mine, died 
of yellow fever yesterday. 
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POISON IN PRISON. 


One Hundred Men in the Connecticut State Prison 
P olsoned, 

HartTForD, Conn., September 21:—About 
one hundred prisoners in the state prison at 
Wethersfield were suddenly taken sick yes- 
terday afternoon and evening, and it was sup- 
posed they were poisoned by eating canned 
meat. An investigation is now in progress, 
though no serious results are anticipated. 
The meat was from the Hartford market, the 
proprietor of which says that pieces of the 
same lot were sold to other customers with- 
out bad results. 

Quincy, Lllinois, September 21.—O. B. 
| Ward and Charles Johnston were accidentally 

poisoned at Camp Point yesterday. They 
‘procurred a quart bottle of what was sup- 
posed to be bitters at a drug store to be taken 
asa beverage. Drinking of it freely both, in 
ashort time, dropped dead. Another man 
'who drank with them was seized with spasms 
but will recover.

names. Next day Mrs. Houston left home |} 
and went to acousin’s house, a few miles | 
away.—- Not knowing where she had gone he | 
sent his child to the neighbors early in the 
evening to .inguire tor her mother. 
The child did not return, The next night 
July 26 he had gone’ to bed about 
haif-past ten o'clock, when a knock came to 
his door, and, on.opening it, he saw a man 
with his face blackened, who seized him at 
ounce by both arms. Behind this man were 
half a dozen others, who joined in the attack, 
and seizing Houston, in spite of his struggles, 
carried him, clad only in his shirt, down to 
the yard. ‘There they tried to forcea bag over 
his head, but as he struggled violently they 
gave over the attempt. Then they carried 
him, one holding a hand over his face, down 
a small hill, on which the house stands, 
across a bridge, and down the main road per- 
haps two hundred yards. Here they took 
him over a stone wail, which they partially 
broke down, into a field near the village 
They carried him twenty or 
thirty feet back of the shed used by the 
church-goers to shelter their horses and there 
stopped. Houston says by this time he had 
recognized seven of his assailants, all being 
neighbors of his and well known to him. He 
says their faces were partially blackened, but 
not enough to disguise them at all. Up to 
the time when the halt was made in the field 
he had been expecting that he was to be 
hanged or drowned. He says he bad given 
up hope of life. When the stop was made, 
however, he was soon undeceived. ‘Three 
men, whom he did not recognize, he says, 
help up a large lighted lamp with a 
reflector behind it and _ the _ others 
laid him flat on his back while one ap- 
plied the tar and feathers witha brush. He 
daubed first the right leg then the left and 
then his naked body with wagon tar. Then 
another, who had a bag of common chicken 


latter applied aliberal coating, Then the un- 
fortunate man was turned over on his face 
and his back was treated in asimilar manner, 
after which his persecutors, none of whom 
bad talked atall while busy at their dastardly 
work, dispersed and he was allowed to make 
his way home alone. Reaching 
home he took care of himself as well as 
he could, and for several days he lay sick. 
He has applied, he says, to Anson Hall, the 
grand juror of Trumbull, for warrants for the 
arrest of his cowardly assailants, but 
declares ‘that Hall said he had = talked 
over the matter with his neighbors 
and decided not to be mixed up in the mat- 
ter, and therefore would not issue the war- 
rant. Mrs. Houston declares that so far as 
she has any personal knowledge or can gain 
information her husband’s story is true. She 
denies that Houston has ever struck her, and 
says that whatever differences they have had 
are their own business. She is living at 
home with her two children, but gays she is 
in constant fear of maltreatment. At night 
she bars her doors, but twice since Houston | 
has been away some one has come to her’ 
rooms and tried to fore? in the doors. 


ROSE AMBLER’S OTHER LOVER, 


A Philadelphia Detective’s Theory—Captain Clarke 
Joining in the Search. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 21.—‘‘ Yes, I have 
a theory regarding the Rose Ambler murder,”’ 
answerrd Detective Charles F. Miller yester- 
day. ‘‘I have hesitated to advance it because 
I am in no way connected with the case and 
do not want to appear as interfering in a mat- 
ter that is apparently engaging the attention 
ot many capable men, The facts in the case 
are few. Mrs. Ambler was in the habit of 
parting with her intended husband, Lewis, at 
the Lisle Curtis house and of returning alone 
toher home, Whether she did on the 
night of September 2d—I mean whether Lewis 
accompanied her on that particular occasion 
or not—is of paramount importance. But, as 
that rests .only on Lewis’s_ statements, 
the past career of the murdered 
woman should be thoroughly investigated. 
She separated from Lewis at9o'clock. The 
night was dark and lowering. The distance 
from his gate to the spot where her body was 
found isa mile and a quarter. The hour of 
her murder is fixed at 11:55 by Preston H. 
Hodges, Mrs. Isabelle and Mrs. Mary Merrill, 
who live within three hundred yards of the 
place where the corpse lay. Now, where and 
in whose company was she between the hours 
mentioned? Where was she during the 
shower? Surely not out on the road alone, 
because the rain fell after ten o’clock. At 
most half an hour ought to have been ample 
to cover the distance. Now, you want my 
theory. Well, it is probable that 
the woman had anotheradmirer. I believe 
that it was to meet him that she always 
returned alone from her visits to Lewis. She 
met this man on that Sunday evening and 
they walked up and down the road for some 
time. Then they quarreled, and he pinched 
her or slapped her face. She threatened to 
shout, or did so, and in his efforts to stop her 
cries the man sized her roughly. Thenit was 
she screamed murder and was choked to in- 
sensibility in a mad impulse to avoid scan- 
dal. The man was married. I should not go 
out of Stratford to look for him. Had he 
been a young man, and single, he wonid 
have told her to shout all she wanted to. ‘The 
crime belongs toa class known as ‘accidental 
murders.’ Much stresshas been placed on 
the fact thatno attempt was made to hide 
the body, That is very silly.’’ 

THE DETECTIVES BAFFLED. 

New Haven, September 21.—Disgusted 
with the slow and fruitless work thaf is be- 
ing done bysthe Fairfield county officers and 
their corps of detectives. Captain Nathan 
Clark, Rose Ambler’s father, has himself be- 
gun the active pursuit of evidence by which 
to bring his daughter’s ;murderer to pun- 
ishment. Captain Clark is blunt of speech 
and capable of deep feeling. The fate of the 
daughter has changed him very much. 
When the news of Rose’s murder was broken 
to him on his fishing smack in Bridgeport 
harbor, and he fell unconscious to the deck, 
he had laughed for the last time. His hair 
within a week has become deeply mixed 
with gray. Captain Clark is reported by his 
friends to believe that the work of the de- 
tectives have been far less thorough and 
aggressive than the cause of justice has de- 
manded, and that even vet ail hope of 
finding the criminal is not over if diligent 
search is made. 

What theory Captain Clark holds nobody 
knows, although it has been stated that ie 
gave hearty assistance to the detectives who 
were openly seeking to fasten the crime 
upon William Lewis, Rose’s lover. It has 
been one ofthe generally admitted facts in 
this case that an intimacy existed between

Lewis and Rose which created considerable 


gossip before she was diverced from Norman 
Ambler. Reports of the relationship reached 
the ears of Captain Clark, and he forbade 
Lewis to come to the house. His daughters’s 
infatuation for the man was a source of con- 
stant annoyance to the captain, who was 
well aware of Lewis’s habits This made a 
great deal of feeling and did nor make 
home happy for Rose. Captain Clark 
said not to have beeu_unmindful of this 
fact since he has been called upon to con- 
sider. the circumstances surrounding his 
daughter's death. Nobody has heard Cap- 
tain Clark utter aloud any suspicions against 
Lewis. He sleeps little, and has tramped 
wgain and again over the turf by the Orono- 
que roadway where Rose’s body was found, 
seeking some clue which escaped the detec- 
tives. e has been much interested in the 
work of the detectives in the Naugatuck val- 
ley towns, where remarkable statements are 
attributed to William Lewis, and where, it 
is alleged, he has had another sweetheart 
than Rose.

Claimed that a New Haven man 
found who was in Birmingham 
the day after the body was 
found, and was told of the crime by two 
persons, who said Lewis had told them of 
it the day previous, and before the fact was 
generally known to Stratford. This man has 
suticient memorandain his possession, it is 
said, to prove that he was in Birmingham 
on Luesday, and his statement will be used 
to freshen the memory of those who sud- 
deniy have grown forgetful. If the detectives 
can secure positive evidence of this nature 
Lewis will be arrested. ‘As soon as it can 
be established that this man Lewis talked of 
the crime in Birmingham on Monday,” said 
gne of the county ofticers to-day, ‘that very 
moment he will be taken to jail, for we 
have overwhelming evidence that he left 
Stratford on that Monday morning at 3 
o'clock, four hours before the body was 
discovered.”’ 

Grocer Durand and others who at first 
talked so muchon this subject have become 
exceedingly mysterious. These persons will 
be called before the coroner’s jury. The 
statement of Lewis’s mother that the blood 
stains had been on the robe fora year and 
came from contact with a piece of fresh 
beef, has further demoralized the detectives, 
who expected to produce evidence of these 
blood spots as almost conclusive proof that 
Lewis had attacked Rose, wrapped her in 
this robe, and. carried her to the spot by 
ivaven stream. Corroborative evidence was 
to be produced. in the shape of the affida- 
yit of John Beach regarding the fresh car- 
riage tracks through the lane leading from 
the Lewis house, and the testimony of anum- 
ber of other persons as to the sound of a 
carriage going over this route on-the night 
of the murder. Coroner Holt said frankly to 
to-day: :‘‘There were a number ofapparenrly 
good clues in the case when we started in 
upon it, but they all crumbled down, so that 
one disappointment has followed after an- 
other, leaving the matter still wrapped in 
the most impenetrable mystery. The fact is 
there is absolutely nothing so tar developed 
to stand upon.”’

THE WORLD ABROAD. 


0’ Donne'!’s Course in Prison—A Determined Croatian 
Riot. 

Lospon, September 21.—It is stated that 
O’Dounell has expressed his disgust at the 
fact that there have been no steps taken in

is reported as saying bitterly, “‘it is like them 
Dublin Irishmen.’’ He said also that if neces- 
sary twenty thousand pounds could be col- 
lected within a week to save the life of the 
men who committed the most popular mur- 
der since the shooting of Constable Talbot. 

_ & CROATIAN RIOT, 

AGRAM, September 21 —Six hundred peas- 
ems *rom Gradisk and Bellovar assembled 
at’ Farkaswificz yesterday, where they as- 
sembled with muskets, axes and cudgels, 
shouting ‘‘We won’t belong to Hungary.’’ 
A small body of military attempted to dis- 
perse the mob, but were resisted and -com 
pelled to withdraw. Reinforcements arrived 
at midnight, which were received with a 
volley of stones and shots from the rioters. 
The troops returned the fire, killing ten and 
wounding many of the mob. Of military, 
two soldiers were wounded. 

FRANCE AND CHINA, 

LoNpDON, September 21.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Timesin summing up the 
situation of affairs between France and China 
says: The question is, shall Tonquin belong 
io Chinaor to France?

SENTENCED To 
JUDGE HAMMOND. 


CATO 
BY 


The End of a Murder Trial in DeKalb Superior Court. 
The Culprit to Suffer Death on the Ninth of Now 
vember—The Execution to be Privat«e— 
Interesting Iocidents of the Trial, 

Yesterday morning when Judge Hammond 
ascended the bench of DeKalb superior court, 
the jury in the Henry Cato case was in the 
box. It was at once evident to the crowd that 
a verdict had been reached and public anxiety 
know that 
it had been hinted upon the out- 
that the verdict had been reached, and 
that it would be guilty with a recommenda- 
tion to imprisonment for life. 

Judge Hammond asked the jury had 
agreed upon a verdict. The foreman, Mr. 
Frank L. Guess, replied inthe aflirmative. 

Solicitor-General Hill received the verdict 
and published it as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the prisoner guilty, as 
charged in the indictment.” : 

Henry Cato, the prisoner, was sitting in 
the rear of his counsel, and accompanied by 
his devoted wife. He eyed the jury with a 
curious sort of look. The sounding the 
verdict seemed to make no impression upon 
him. He really seemed not to realize that 
the finding meant the forfeiture of his life. 
When his attorney said to him, ‘‘Henry.what 
do you say now””’ he replied: F 

‘Well, Mister Candler, I wants 
sarsherar’ dis case.”’ 

His idea was that the entire matter was to 
no certain purpose and that a higher court 
would reverse the whole mater. 

The effect of the verdict was very percepti- 
ble upon the entire audience. The white 
people had only maintained a curious inter- 
est in the affair, but the colored people were 
greatly ineensed against the prisoner. They 
felt that he ought to be punished, but they 
seemed to have no idea that his penaity 
would be death. When the verdict was ren- 
dered their faces took on a most solemn ap- 
pearance, and their grief over the fatal 
denoument was often expressed in loud 
terms, 

Generally the verdict was received as one 
of absolute justice. The crime had horrified 
the community by its circumstances of bru- 
tality. The tendency among the negroes of 
the county was toward violence and the as- 
sumption in themselves of the functions of 
the law. Hence the finding of the jury met 
with general approval. 

Jude Hammond, this being the first in- 
stance since his accession to the bench when 
a sentence of death beeame necessary, spoke 
deliberately and feelingly. 

'UDGE HAMMOND’S REMARKS; 

You have been put upon trial for your life, 
and have been defended by able counsel, and 
a jury, after a careful consideration of your 
case, hearing the evidence, the arguments of 
counsel and the cbarge of the court, have 
found you guilty of the highest offense known 
to the law, and they have found you guilty 
without any recommendation that the sen- 
tence be commuted. Therefore it becomes 
my duty to pronounce the sentence of the 
law upon you. 

Perhaps nothing I could say in this place 
would be of any benefit to you, because 
the law says you shall suffer the extreme pen- 
alty, and you will probably have, between 
now and the time the court will fix for the 
execution of this penalty, very much better 
advice and counselthan the court can give 
you. But, perhaps, what'I may say will be 
of benetit to the people who are present. I 
will take occasion to say that in my experi- 
ence, both at the bar and on the bench, your 
people—the colored people of this country— 
have been too careless, entirely too careless, 
in the ready use of deadly weapons. They do 
not seem to have a proper regard for the lives 
of one another under the law. It frequently 
happens that on the very §siightest 
provocation, a colored man will draw a knife, 
or a pistol, and cut recklessly, or shoot reck- 
lessly, when his own life is notin the slight 
est danger and nobody has endeavored to do 
him any serious bodily harm. 

| ‘wish very much that this class of people, 
the colored people, should understand what 
the law is upon this question, that is, that no 
man has the right to use a deadly weapon 
upon the person of another, except in. self- 
defense, for the purpose of saving his own 
life; and cannot use such deadly weapon un- 
less the danger is so urgent as that the killing 
of the other person is absolutely necessary to 
save his owh life. Everybody ought to under- 
stand this, but your people ought to be thor- 
oughly impressed with this idea of the law. 
A man cannot cut or shoot his fellowman, or 
take away human life in any form, unless he 
has a good reason to dv so—unless some one 
is trying to take his life, and when this idea 
comes to be fully understood by the colored 
people we will have fewer of these offenses. 
They seem to think that when’a man makes 
them mad by cursing or abusing them, or 
when he makes an assualt upon them with 
his fists, they have a right to 
draw and use a deadly weapon. 
Such is not the law and in all such 
cases, if the jury does its duty and death is 
the extreme penalty, the result wilt be that 
they will be convicted as you have been. I 
have said this much that these colored people 
here, who have attended and witnessed this 
trial, may be induced hereafter to be more 
careful.in their conduct and not draw and use, 
Hippantly and recklessly, deadly weapons 
against other persons. 

Judge Hammond then passed sentence 
upon the prisoner, saying that he should be 
taken from the bar of the court to 
the common jail of the county 
and be there safely kept until 
the 9th day of November next, then to be 
taken by the sheriff to such place as the 
ordinary of the county may direct, and there 
be hung by the neck until he is dead. He 
further ordered that the execution should be 
in private and attended only by the sheriff 
and his guards, the clergymen and friends of 
the prisoner and such physicians as may be 
necessary to determine when death shall 
supervene. 

Judge Hammond delivered the sentence in 
tones that showed his feeling and sympathy. 
The words were received by the prisoner with 
a submissiveness that amounted almost to 
unconsciousness of theif awful import, 

When Henry Cato had been taken back into 
the prisoner’s room he bowed his head upon 
his hands and seemed to realize his fate. 
Tears coursed down his rugged cheeks. His 
wife endeavored in vain tocomfort him. The 
awful fact that the day of his death had been 
fixed seemed to overwhelm him. A number 
of his friends called and expressed their sym- 
pathy, but he seemed to know that words 
were idle and that his days were now num- 
bered on earth forever. Heso told his wife, 
and her tears were mingled with his over the 
sad end of his efforts and his passions, 

Colonel M. A. Candler, the counsel for the 
prisoner, thinks he will take the case to the 
supreme court. He has not yet scanned the 
evidence and the charge of the court. Unless 
he can discover in one or the other an error 
his errand to the supreme court must be boot- 
less. Tbe only result can be the delay of the 
eXeciuhion. 

it Henry Cato shall pay the penalty of death 
under this sentence he will be the fourth per- 
sop who has suffered hanging in Dekalb 
county, but his death, being privately accom- 
plished, will produce but a small sensation. 

The first hanging in DeKalb occurred in 
1829, when a white man by the name of 
Crowder paid the death penalty. He had

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THE MACON NOTE BOOK. 


A Negro Found Dead In the Woods—The News of the 
Clty. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Macon, September 21.—News was received 
in the city this morning that a negro man 
was found dead in the woods on the Colum- 
bus road, just out of the city limits, In com- 
pany with the coroner and deputy sheriff, 
'HE CONSTITUTION’s representative went out 
to investigate it. Arriving at the scene of 
death, a small crowd had collected and were 
watching the body, which was lying a few 
steps from the main road in a small clump of 
bushes, face upwards. The man wore a biue 
sack coat with brown checked pants and a 
round crowned, stiff hat: his shirt was ef 
brown checks and his feet were without shoes, 
A jury was promptly selected and was com- 
posed of Mr. Ira Jennings, foreman: Messrs. 
* as 3S Taylor, a L.. Gordon, Db. M. 
Tucker, Alex Brazil and Jack 
Hughes, the latter two being colored. Mr. 
William Glass, who first discovered the body, 
sworn, stated that he was coming around the 
field near the place and saw the form of a 
man he supposed drunk, surrounded by 
hogs, and going up to it, discovered the man 
dead. On being questioned by the foreman 
of the jury asto what he believed of the man- 
ner of his death, said that he discovered 
tracks in the sand leading to where he was, 
and that he thought he must have died from 
old age. The jury on retiring made up 2 ver- 
dict of death resulting from causes unknown 
to them, but believed they were from natural 
Causes, 

The general impression was, by alljpresent, 
that he being broken down and worn out, 
laid down and died from exhaustion. His 
identity could not be made known, as no one 
recognized him, but he was supposed to have 
been Green Woodfork, from Tracy’s bottoms. 
He was buried at Thunder Pond graveyard.

Albany. Georgia, 
THE GROWING CROPS, 
Special to The Constitution. 

ALBANY, Septem ber 21.—In order to ascer- 
tain for himself the truth or falsity of the re- 
ports coming in from every direction of late 
as to the shortness of the cotton crop in this 
section, your correspondent availed himself 
of an invitation yesterday and rode out as far 
as the Hickory Level place, in the oaky 
woods, about fifteen miles west of Albany. 
This noted place is oneof the largest in 
Dougherty, and one of the best cotton planta- 
tions in all southwest Georgia. It contains, 
in all, some 4,500 acres, andl under the super- 
vision of Mr. J. H. Coker, has been excep- 
tionally well managed for the past two years, 
and has had, moreover, an abundant supply 
of labor and material. What was seen of the 
Hickory Level crop, however, and that em- 
braced the best portion of it, would have 
convinced any one that the 
gloomiest 2 gph were not an 
exaggeration. On this place, as well as on 
several others passed by on the road, the pick- 
ers were going over much of the cotton for 
the last time. The agent told me that by the 
Ist October the entire crop for this year 
would be gatherei. OntheJsame land from 
which las. year was gathered and marketed 
41\7 bales of cotton, not more than 125 would 
be got out this year. One or two of the 
neighbors thought even this was too high an 
estimate. And yetso far as manuring and 
composting went, the land was even better 
prepared than last year. On one field of 
sixty acres, which was prepared last year 
with extra care, 58 bales were gathered. 
This year with the same or 
rather more elaborate preparation, the same 
land was expected to bring only eight bales. 
All along the road, between the drouth and 
the caterpillar, most of the cotton fields looked 
like they do in the middle of January—the 
stalks stripped bare and to all appearances 
dead. Most of the cotton still in the field to 
be gathered will come from the immature 
and half-sized bolls as they are popped open 
by thesun on the bare stalks. ‘The one alle- 
Viating circumstance in favor of. a thrifty 
farmer this year down here is the fact that a 
good corn crop was made and matured before 
the drouth came on. In addition to this, the 
supply of corn and vats from ‘last year’s abun- 
dant crops is not yet exhausted. On the 
Hickory Level place, running forty odd plows, 
the supply of corn and oats from last year’s 
crop is sutticient to last till the first of Jan- 
uary next and probably longer, 

&TILL MORE DOLEFUL, 

I have taken a comparison of the above 
figures and estimates between this year and 
laston this place, as a fair and I believe a 
tolerably correct approximation of a differ- 
ence that extends over a wide portion of 
the cotton producing area of southwest Geor- 
gia. From several other places around, par- 
ticularly in Mitchell county, the accounts 
are if anything still more doleful. 1 know 
it has been heretofore common talk among 
speculators, and even among producers, that 
the cotton crop of southwest Georgia would 
rot make an appreciable difference one 
way or another on the average 
price of the entire crop of the country. But 
when the large area affected by the drouth 
and invaded bythe caterpillar this year is 
taken into account one is obliged to feel that 
these over-confident assertions are bound for 
once to miscarry. Bets have been offered that 
Albany this year will not receive 15,000 bales. 
Last year her receipts footed up 30,000 bales. 

Of the past summer drouth there is but one 
expression among the farmers and old settlers 
of this section—that it was the severest and 
longest continued of any within their remem- 
brance. The evidences of this, however, are 
to be seen on every hand. Ponds and creeks 
are dry that were never known to go dry be- 
tore. In the swamps many large cypress 
trees, fully half a century old, have eit 
killed by the deprivation of moisture. Stock 
are suffering and on several places have to be 
driven several miles for water. Hundreds of 
wells have gone dry and in many places the 
destitution is almostcomplete. Partial rains 
have fallen, however, within the past week or 
ten days, relieving the situation somewhat, 
and as I write the prospect for an early wet 
season is good.

Through the liberality, however, of the former 
membersand the generous neighbors and 
friends in that community, the house has 
been rebuilt, and is now about ready for 
occupancy. This is one of the oldest estab- 

ished Methodist churches in the county, and 
was socalled froma Mr..

YESTERDAY was the autumnal equinox. It 
was also the memorial day of several! notable 
historical events. John Loudon McAdam, 
the improver of roads, died September 21, 
1756; Edward the Second, king of England, 
was murdered in Berkley castle September 21, 
1327; Sultan Selim the First, died September 
21, 1521, and the death of Charles the Fifth 
occurred Sej-tember 21, 1558.

LIEUTENANT GARLINGTON VINDICATED. 

The alleged ‘‘supplemental orders’ were, 
it now seems, merely suggestions, upon which 
Lieutenant Garlington would have been free 
to act if. soldier like, he had not considered 
himself bound by his original instructions. 
The original order was not set aside or modi- 
fied, and the commander ofthe expedition 
did his best to carry it out. Itissaid that if 
he had received orders to land stores at Lit- 
tleton island, he could not have done so, 
because the island a bare rock 
about one hundred yards large each way, over 
which the breakers dash when the wind blows 
strong from the south. His orders really 
were to proceed northward as fast as possible 
in the hope that he could reach Lady Frank- 
lin bay and return before another Arctic 
winter set in. No fault can be found with 
his conduct of the party. He had many 
troubles to contend with, not the least of 
which was the insubordination of the crew. 
He should have had a crew from 
the navy, but he _ had to accept 
a picked-up crew that thought more of plun- 
der than even of the safety of their necks. 
Lieutenant Garlington has lost no reputation 
for either courage or skill among those who 
understand all the facts. The loss of the Pro- 
teus was inevitable, and it adds only one more 
disaster to the long list that has accrued in the 
polar regions since the death of Sir John 
Franklin. ae 

THE UNITED STATES BUDGE?7. 

Let us examine carefully the actual budget 
of arecent year, using round numbers, since 
many figures confuse. For the year end- 
ing June 30, 1883, the revenue and expend- 
itures were as follows: é 

tevenue, 360 millions; expenditures, 546 
millions. The revenue consisted, of customs, 
198 millions; internal revenue, 135 millious; 
all other sources, 27 millions. 

The customs, over half of the entire reve- 
nue, were derived as follows, viz.: Sugar, 48 
millions; woolens,27 millions; iron and steel, 
9114 millions; silks, 19 millions; cottons, 11 
millions; flax, 7 millions. 

These six schedules yielded 133 millions, 
two-thirds of the whole customs duties. All 
other customs about 65 millions. 

The internal revenue, about three-eights 
of the whole, was derived as follows: Liquors, 
etc., 81 millions;§ tobacco, etc., 43 millions. 
These two items yielded over nine-tenths of 
the internal revenue. The residue came from 
the banks, 6 millions; matches, 2', millions: 
medicines, 2 millions. The miscellaneous 
sources of revenue yielded 27 millions. Not 
one-twelfth of the whole. 

Such are the sources of the 360 million of 
revenue for 1881. The estimate for 1882 an- 
ticipate 400 millions, and a like sum for 
18853. 

But in commenting en the revenue, we de- 
sire not a petty system of coniparison—of one 
year with another—but a larger view. The 
subject is tooseldom discussed as a whole;

We come now to the expenditures, 360 mil- 
lions. The secretary's report classified them 
as, ordinary expenses, 260 millions; surplus 
revenue, 100 millions.

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THE NOMINATIONS OF THE WEEK. 

The republicans of New Jersey held a con- 
vention on Tuesday, and placed in nomina- 
tion for governor Jonathan Dixon, who is at 
present an associate judge of the highest court 
of thestate. The nominationis not one that 
will alarm the friends of Mr. Leon Abbett, 
the democratic candidate. Even if Judge 
Dixon resigns his seat upon the bench and 
enters upon an active and aggressive canvass 
no one anticipates his election.

A NEW’ nOAD LAW, 


The Bil of Mr. Payue, of Catoosa, Pusses the 
House—Good Prospect in the Senate. 

When Mr. Crittenden, of Randolph, 
urged the house to pass some measure to more sat 
isfactorily care for the public roads of this state he 
voiced a very general sentiment among the people. 

Fora bili to provide an additional road system 
for the state Mr. Payne, of Catoosa, prepared a sub- 


stitute which was yesterday agreed to in lieu of the 


yesterday 


original bill, and passed the house by a handsome 
majority. 

Last night Mr. Payne was asked by a CoNSTITU- 
tion man how his bill changed the present law. 
Said he 

‘It does not cnange it at all, except in the matter 
of exemptions, only in those counties which choose 
toacoptit. In other words, the bill gives an addi- 
tional method of working the roads. Any county 
that prefers it tothe present law may take it.’’, 

‘*How do the counties get the new law?’’ 

‘‘At the fall term of their superior courtsif the 
grand jurors choose they may elect five commiss 
ioners tocarry out the previsions of theact, the 
commissioners to serve four years. Any county 
board nowin existence may perform the duties 
prescribed for the boards so chosen. The com- 
missiouers shall hold quarterly sessions in January, 
April, July and October. At their 
first meeting they shall elect a super- 
intendent, who is to have control 
ofall the workin each county, his salary to be 
fixed as each county may see proper. He shalt 
give a good bond forthe faithful discharge of his 
auties, and is liable to be sued thereon, any 
amount recovered for his direliction to go to the 
road fund of the county. 

“Who are liable to road duty under your bill”’’ 

‘All male inhabitanis of the state between the 
ages ofl6 and 50. That is the law now, but this 
bill does notexempt the large classes - who are free 
from road duty now, ‘This bill exempts only those 
physically disabled Even ministersofthe gospel 
are required to work. Oneof the most important 
points comes in here. If any per- 
son liable to road duty does not desire to 
work he may pay a commutation tax of fifty cents 
a day. At present uocommutation tax is allowed. 
A crowd of neighbors meetto work the roads and 
doit pretty much as they please. I am confident 
that thousands of citizens will pay the commuta- 
tion tax,and the money can be used to much bet- 
ter advuntage than theirlabor. Almost any county 
has as many as a thousand men liable to rvad duty. 
Suppose they all were to pay the commuzation. 
They would have to pay for ten days the limit of 
labor under the bill, which would make $5 for each 
man, or $5,000 a year for the county. Very few of 
our counties now spend anything like that. And 
then if a man comes to work 
under the new law he must work 
uuder the direction of a sworn officer of the law 
who is held responsible for his labor and its results, 
Itseems tome that sucha rule must bring better 
results than we are now able to obtain.”’ 

‘‘Do you think the new law will be generally 
adopted ?’’ 

‘Tl believe it will. I know thatthe peovle want 
some bettersystem of road work, and Iam confi- 
dent that the practical provisions of the bill will 
commend themselves toan honest experiment, at 
least. The bill is bound to do good in one provis- 
ion. Thatisin making more men liable to duty, 
and abolishing the exemptions of the present law. 
That partof it applies in every county whether 
they adopt the new system or not.’’

‘Will the senate pass the bill?’’ 

“Yes, | am codfident from what I hear from mem- 
bers of that body that it will pass the senate with- 
out any difficulty. If the legisture were to adjourn 
without doing something to improve 
our road system the people would 
be dissatisfied, and very justly so.’’ 

Mr. Russell, of Clarke, chairman of the commit- 
tee on roads and bridges, thinks the bil) will surely 
pass the. senate and becomea law. He has been 
very earnestin his eftorts to secure the passage of 
some good measure on this subject. 

Mr. Rice, of Fulton, offered an amendment to 
exempt Fulton county from the operations of 
the biil as he said the commissioners were giving 
a satisfactory system here,but as he found that the 
new bill would not be forced on the county against 
its will he withdiew his amendment. The mem- 
bers of the house generally speak in high terms of 
Mr. Payne's bill, and if the good results they an- 
ticipate are realized, the gentleman from Catoosa 
will have done a work worthy of the gratitude of 
the people of Georgia,

The One who strode at the 
front was Prinee Min Yong Ik, nephew tothe queen 
of Corea and envoy exfraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to the United States The young 
man immediately at his heels was Hong Yong sik 
vice minister and son of the prime minister of Co 
rea. All the others were nobles and members oi 
the suite. 

Immediately after the embassy had passed through 
the hall a group of citizens entered from the south 
ern end, and they passed into the parlor. A tal), 
very shapely, handsome man, with much color ir 
his face and a little patch of whiteneu whiskers on 
either cheek, walked in the van of this party. This 
was President Arthur, and close beside him walked 
a gray-haired, spare-faced man of dignified mien 
who was instantiy recognized es Secretary Freling 
huysen. Behind them walked Mr. Davis, assistant 
secretary of state,and Lieutenant Mason. Whe 
the president had taken his place inthe parlor, 
Lieutenant Mason stepped to the door of the room 
which the Coreans had entered and delivered 
upon it three short raps. Instantly Prince 
Min YonglIk and Vice-Minister Hong Yong sik 
emerged from the room and advanced until they 
were Opposite the door. Then, side by side, the: 
dropped upon their knees and bent forward with 
their hands above their heads until their faces ap 
peared to touch the floor. ‘They were then joined 
by Mr. Percival Lowell, the American member of 
the suite and its foreign secretary, and Lo Koang 
Pom, the gorgeously clad secretary of the legati 
and they advanced into Mr. Arthur’s presence. 

‘The president stood in the center of the room 
mediately in front of a large mirror, with Mr. Fr 
linghuysen and Dayis at left.

When Prince Min Yonglk and Hong Yong Sik 
reached their apartments they removed first their 
tal] hats, and then theirskull caps,, and signified 
to Yu Kie Chun and Ko Yong Chol that they de 
sired tolay aside their robes of ‘state and assume 
theirevery day costumes. Prince Min Yong Ik 
had precedencein the order of disrobing. His 
plum colored robe was carefully raised by attaches 
who stood on chairs, so that the nephew of the 
queen of Corea would not be obliged to stoop. H 
was divested in a similar manner of his white un- 
dergarment, and invested with a scarlet and blue 
robe of equally beautiful pinafore cut. Then he 
reclined easily in a large arm chair, ordered Ou. Ki} 
Chun tocut off thetip of a cigar, placed the weed 
between his lips,ordered Ko Yone Chol to light it for 
him, and blew white clouds of smoketothe ceiling 
with apparent satisfaction. while Hong Yong Sik, 
who is only a vice-minister, took histurn at hay- 
ing his toilet attended to.. Then the garments of 
state were carefully folded so that the embroidered 
storks were not creased, and they were then packed 
in a bamboo box. The attaches Soni and 
withdrew, leaving the dignitaries regarding one 
another with stolid faces. Soon afterward 
Kiang Pom entered, followed by a waiter and the 
Japanese interpreter. At the sight of the waiter 
the stoical stare of the prince reluxed into a smile. 
Hong Yong Sik seeing his superior smile, also as- 
sumed a cheerful expression. Theenvoy extraor- 
dinary and winister plenipotentiary said some- 
thing in Corean to Lo Kixng Pom, the latter said 
something in Japanese tothe interpreter, and the 
interpreter said to the waiter: *‘Fried chicken!’ 
By dint of much of this circumiocution an entire 
luncheon was ordered. When the waiter reap- 
peared he had a tray witb. fried chicken, 
young peas, Saratoga potatoes, 
sundry other delicacies, and a pot, from 
the spout of which steam floated away. Yu Kii 
Caun took from a large box a small wooden Case 
and two cups with diminutive saucers. He placed 
the cups on the table and the s.ucers beside them. 
Then he took from the wooden casea heaping 
spoonful of tea and put equal portions of it into 
each cup. From the pot he filled the cups with hot 
water, and placed the saucersoverthem. When he 
removed the saucers after awhile they were filled 
with aclear, amber colored beversge, which the 
prince and the vice minister sipved withfevident 
relish between bits of chicken.

A CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 


An Interesting Tilt Between the State and Federa 
Courts Over Prisoners. 

For a day or two an interesting* correspondence 
has been going on by wire between the governor 
and Judge Pottle, in Hartwell, and United States 
District Attorney Speerin Atianta and the officers 
of the government now in Hartwell. The telegrams 
were calculated to create a big breeze,and it looked 
fora time like there was to bea serious clash of 
state and federal authority. Sometime ago twomen 
mamed McDougal and Baker were, it is charged, 
connected with a. seri conspiracy. It was 
charged that these two men followed a witness 
named Harbin into South Carolina with a deter- 
mipation to kill him. They rode up tw the resi- 
dence of a preacher, at whose house they thought 
Harbin was stopping, and asked for Harbin, 
but the preacner, designing their intention, 
shouted to Harbin to run and get’ a 
gun and defend himself. The men fired through 
the house aud then went oit, It was. charged that 
while this act was committed in South Carolina 
the conspiracy was formed in Georgia, and thatthe 
men should be held to answer in this state. 

Deputy Marshal Carterswore out warrants against 
th® two men, and was in Hartwell two or three 
duys ago to arrest them. They both ran toward 
the sheriff with the intention of surrendering for 
offenses charged by the state,and for which they 
were under bond. The deputv marshal caught 
Baker, but McDougal reached the sheriffand sur- 
rendered. His bondsman was also conveniently 
night and likewise surrendered him. ‘Lhe 
sheriff refused to surrender his prisoner to 
the aeputy, and thus the clash of authority was 
started. Judge Potue, who was holding court in 
Hartwell! at the time instructed the sheriff to hold 
the prisoner, and the deputy telegraphed Mr. Speer 
to know what todo. He replied by telling him tec 
avoiiaconflict if possible but to quietly inform 
the sheriff that prosecutions woulda be instituted 
against any person who obstructed the processes 
ei the federal court. Yesterday Mr. Speer 
received a telegram from the sheriff stating that 
McDougal had veen tried on both the cases of which 
he had surrendered himselfand had been acquitted 
on one of shooting at another and convicted on a 
charge of carrying concealed weapons, and would 
be fined. The sheriff stated that the tine would be 
paid and that he would hold the pmsoner a reason- 
onable time to allow the gZov- 
erument officer to come and .. get 
him Yesterday Mr. Speer received a letter from 
Judge Pottie stating that while he had great respect 
for the federal laws he intended to enforce the juris 
diction of the state courts. The case has excited 
great interest in Hartwell on account of the fact that 
a special deputy marshal had lately gotten into a 
scrape in the village. He was indicted for carrying 
concealed weepous and applied for a writ 
habeas corpus cum causa to transfer 
the.case tothe federal court. Wednesday Judge 
Pottle refused to transfer the case, and said that he 
had great contempt for the federal court. However 
the judge has now reconsidered the matter, and 
the case will be tried in the United States court. 
Baker is now.in the custody of government, Mc- 
Dougal is soon to be, and this last named case is in 
shape so that everything is serene.

THE CAPITOL COMMISSIONERS. 


The Board Cailed to Meetin Atianta on Monday Next 
For Organization. 

The capitol commissioners have been called to 
meetin Atlanta Monday for organization and con- 
sultation as to the first steps to be taken in the work 
thatthey have undertaken. It is not known how 
manv of the commissioners will be able_to get to 
the first meeting of the board, but as it is a very im- 
portant meeting it is supposed that they will all be 
here. The governor is ex-officio chairman of the 
commission, Itis supposed that the first work that 
will be done wil] be the arrangement for procuring 
a plan forthe building. The act prcvides that that 
may be done either by competitive contest or by the 
employment of a competent architect to draw the 
plans forthe building. Itisnot known what plan 
will bedecided on. ‘The bill provides that in any 
event the plansshall be so figured re that the 
cost of the work will not exceed a million dollars. 
The bill goes on to state the amount of 
money that must be expended eacn year, stating 
that in the first year there shall be expended one 
hundred thousand dollars, and for eacb subse- 
quent year the sum of a hundred and eighty thou- 
sand dollars. so thatthe cost will be divided into 
six portions, and the building be completed by the 
first day of January, 1889. : 

The bill provides that the act shall not go into 
effect until the city of Atlanta shall cancel its licn 
on the present capitol building which. has been al- 
ready dowe. Thecity is already arranging for the 
sale of boris with which to pay the amount that 
the city agreed to give as the valuation of the old 
capitol property at Milledgeville.

They managed to get Steve out 
of the house and I, looking for my hat when 
I passed néar my shotgun. I grabbed the 
gun and declared that 1 would shoot if the 
crowd did notget out of the house at once. 
They were nearly ali out before I spoke, and 
as soon as they saw! had the gun, they all 
went outand I slammed the door. They 
made several efforts to get into the house,and 
I told them that I would shoot the first man 
who put his headin at the door. When I 
said that, they said that they 
would burn the house down if I did not come 
outand surrender, They repeated the threat 
several times and said that they would burn 
the house and every person in it if we did not 
give up and«ome out. I heard them getting 
some splinters together, and when I heard 
that I told my wife to holler murder which 
she did andas soon as she did the crowd 
started off. As they started off I heard a gun 
shoot. Everything got quiet on the outside 
of the house and we stayed inthe house ‘for 
an hourorso. After awhile we heard some 
one calling outside and it turned ont that 
it was Steve Travis. I told him that I could 
not come out to where he was as | was afraid 
thatsome of the men were on the lookout 
and would shoot me if I went out of the 
house. My wife and children went into the 
yard and found Travis lying on the ground 
with a bad wound in the small of the _ back 
where they had shot him. He was taken into 
the house and there stated to me that as the 
crowd started off with him they put 
him ahead and shot him and 
Jeft him on the ground for dead. When they 
got Travis in the house he begged us to send 
foradoctor. I told him that I was afraid to 
zo, but I induced my oldest son to go after 
Dr. Johnson, who came over and dressed his: 
wound. He stated that there were twelve 
shot{in the wound, and that the chances were 
that the man would never get over the injury. 
I left home on Wednesday and when I came 
away he was not expected to get over it. I

A postal card to *‘Dear Aunt F”’ and signed ‘‘Love 
to all, M. M.’’ was collected from one of the letter 
boxes yesterday. It had no address. 

Acting Postmaster Camp says that fully one thous- 
and letters per day are collected from the box at the 
ecarshed and that one-tourth as many are mailed 
ont he wrong trains. 

Previous to the night collections inaugurated a 
few weeks ago by Acting Postmaster Camp, the 
evening colleetion made by carrier No. 11, whose 
route isin the center of the city, amounted to 621 
pieces. Now the same collection amounts to 2,987 
pieces, or nearly four times as much.
